Health Department Asks 
Wallach to Take Steps 

_ 4 Groups of Alleged 
Violations Listed in 
Letter. - 


Prosecuting Attorney Stanley 
ch was asked today by the 
St, Louis County Health Depart- 
ment to take “appropriate legal 
action” against three of the 
largest nursing homes in the 
county for alleged failure to 
comply with regulations of the 
Staté Department of Health. 

Listing four main categories 
of‘feported violations, a letter 
signed by Dr. John C. Murphy, 
director of chronic disease serv- 
ices for the county health agency, 
named the following homes: 

Pine Crest Nursing Home, 
Div. 1, at Ballwin. 

Pine Crest Nursing Home, 
Div. 2, Manchester. 

Fenton Nursing Home at 
Fenton. 

The Health Department said 
the superintendent and_part- 
owner of all three was Mrs. 
Allee B. Burgess. 

Mrs. Burgess told the Post- 
Dispatch ‘improvements de- 
manded by the County Health 

ment were being made 
and that she hoped to have them 
completed by Jan. 15. 

She referred further questions 
to her counsel, Paul Brackman, 
who said he was unaware of the 
exact status of the complaints 
but asserted his client was trying 
to comply with the regulations 
because she wished to operate 


. under a license. 


Dr. Murphy said the three 
homes, with a total of 230 pa- 
tients, constituted “the biggest 
‘preblem of all the 57 nursing 
homes in the county.” He ex- 
pressed the belief the condi- 
tions complained of were dan- 
gerous to the occupants of the 
homes from the standpoint of 
possible epidemics, potential 
fires and the potential lack of 
comfort and well-being. 

Lack of License Charged. 

Wallach was asked to act be- 
cause all three homés allegedly 
are operating without a license 
from the State Department of 
Health, for which the County 
Health Department serves as in- 
spector, the letter indicated. 

In each case, the letter con- 
tinued, the County Health De- 
partment has withheld recom- 
mendations for a state license 
pending the making of needed 
improvements. In the case of 
Pine Crest No. 2, the recom- 
mendation has been held up 
since April 27, 1951.

| The writing was in Sumerian, 
the oldest known written lan-, 
‘guage. Dr. Kramer said he had} 
to solve an international jigsaw 
puzzle before being able to read | 
the tablet which had been | 
broken into six pieces. 

Four of the six pieces were | 
in the university museum, 
‘which had excavated all six 
/more than 50 years'ago at Nip- 
| pur Iraq. The other two were 
in the “Museum of the Ancient 
‘Orient at Istanbul, Turkey. 

Dr. Kramer said the ancient 
essay. contained about 135 lines 
and probably was inscribed on 
the clay tablet about 1700 B.C. 
—more than a thousand years 
before the Book of Job was 
written.

Junk Mail’s Other Side 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your recent editorial criticizing 
Postmaster General Summerfield for 
establishing the simplified address 
system of third class mailings, and 
the letters and other articles you 
have printed on the same subject, 
seem to be following the usual Post- 
Dispatch pattern of printing half- 
truths, 

It might interest you to know that 
we have had what you call “junk 
mail’ for all of the 16 years that I 
have been in the postal service. For- 
merly, this mail was addressed to 
“Occupant” or “Addressee” at a given 
address. 


Mail addressed in this manner 
had to be sorted to zones and then 
to stations or carrier routes, after 
which the earrier had to sort it again 
for delivery. Thus it was handled 
three times in the process. 


In the case of delivery to an apart- 
ment or other multiple dwelling, the 
carrier had to make four or more 
trips on some mailings since each 
piece bore an address and had to be 
delivered as addressed, 


With the present system, the car- 
rier merely delivers one copy to each 
mail box on his route, and cleans up 
the block with one delivery. The to- 
tal number of deliveries is listed 
and the mailer makes them up in 
bundles for each station, or in some 
cases they are made up by routes. 

This system is especially bene- 
ficial to the carrier in cases where 
bulky packages of merchandise are 
mailed. You have stated that the 
carriers are opposed to this system. 
I challenge that statenfent, and be- 
lieve that if a vote were taken on 
the subject,.the majority of carriers 
would vote to uphold this system. 

Since we have always had this so- 
called “junk mail,” this new system 
has not created any new situation, 
but is saving money on the third 
class mail that we would have han- 
died if the system had not been in- 
stituted. 

While we are on the subject of 
“junk mail,” and while you are ob- 
jecting to the unnecessary loads 
showered wpon the letter carriers, 
possibly you would like to call at- 
tention to the fact that certain re- 
ligious, fraternal, labor and veterans’ 


organizations load down the carriers © 


with mail that is being carried far 
below the cost of handling. 

While we are on that subject, you 
might add that the Post-Dispatch is 
also carried in the mails at a loss to 
the Post Office Department. Does 
your paper favor raising the rates 
to make this class of mail pay its 
own way, or do you advocate class- 
ing it as “junk” and having it pro- 
hibited from the mails?

President Eisenhower's order extending career 
status to some 450,000 indefinite federal em- 
‘ployes is a praiseworthy improvement of the 
civil service. 

It gives job security to employes whose 
tenure has been from day to day. Thése who 
passed civil service tests will be placed on perma- 
nent status if they have served as long as three 
years. Those with less service will be placed in 
conditional career status which will be made 
permanent on their reaching the third year. 

Unfortunately, the comment of Chairman 
Philip Young of the Civil Service Commission, at 
the press conference where he discussed the new 
order, contained one very disquieting note. 

Mr. Young, after discussing the order extend- 
ing career status, made his first direct comment 
on a still earlier act by the White House affecting 
civil service. This earlicr act occurred in Octo- 
ber, a month before the President's latest 
order. It consisted of the issuance of instruc- 
tions by the President's patronage aid, Charles 
F. Willis Jr., to Republican congressional and 
state leaders. : 

The Willis instructions called for these leaders 
to present applications for civil service and other 
government jobs to the Republican National 
Committee, which would contact the agencies in 
which the jobs were sought. Government agen- 
cies were instructed to report vacancies to the 
committee and to keep the vacancies open for 30 
days to await applications by Republicans. 

Mr. Young said at his press conference that 
he did not “see any conflict” between the Willis 
instructions and civil service regulations. In 
other words, he accepts the patronage aid's pat- 
ronage plan without protest. 

Yet the Willis procedures would tend to give 
the inside track to candidates indorsed by the 
Republican National Committee. Indeed, The 
Washington Post's specialist on government serv- 
ice, Jerry Kluttz, said the Willis plan was a 
“repudiation of the President’s no-politics-in- 
civil-service policy,” and the Post said editorial- 
ly that it “will affect every civil service grade 
from top to bottom.” 

Mr. Eisenhower affirmed in his Oct. 28 press 
conference that the Willis plan bore the official 
stamp of his approval. He said, to quote the 
exact words of the unofficial transcript, that 
it was nothing in the world but an effort to get 
the best kind of people applying for government- 
al service that you could get. 

Now these sentiments are echoed by the 
President's appointee as chairman of the Civil 
Service Commission. 

The uneasy question that arises is: What are 
the Administration’s intentions toward civil 
service? To strengthen it, as indicated by the 
President's order conferring career status on 
indefinite employes? Or to make it an instrument 
of Republican patronage, as indicated by the 
Willis instruction, which the President also ap- 
proves and the chief guardian of civil service 
finds unobjectionable? 
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Footnote to the DuPont Suit 

By coincidence the United States district 
court at Chicago has issued what might be con- 
strued as a footnote to its recent decision in the 
DuPont-General Motors anti-trust case. 

The DuPont suit was thrown out on the 
ground that the evidence did not support the 
charge that DuPont interests through their own- 
ership of General Motors stock enjoyed a pro- 
tected market for DuPont products. DuPont 
products, the court held, were sold to G.M. by 
competitive sales effort and not by corporate 
favoritism. 

The footnote comes in a consent decree re- 
quiring National City Lines, Inc., which con- 
trols the St. Louis Public Service Co. and other 
urban transit systems, to take competitive bids 
for oil products and tires. This is one phase of 
an anti-trust suit against National City Lines 
in which the Government charged that the man- 
ufacturers of busses, oil and tires who bought 
stock in.the transit holding company di 
monopolize the supply of these commodities to 
the transit lines. 

The Government proved this point to the 
satisfaction of a jury in the criminal phase of 
the case and to the satisfaction of a judge in 
the civil phase. As a result of ‘a 1949 conviction, 
the suppliers have disposed of their stock in- 
terest in the firm, and now the consent decree 
requires competitive bidding for oil and tires. 

Taking the two cases together, the district 
court seems to say that the anti-trust laws can 
be invoked against the suppression of competi- 
tion through ownership contro]—but that actual 
suppression must be proved, and cannot be in- 
ferred from the mere fact of ownership control. 
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Unsavory Episode in Dixon-Y ates 

Some Mississippi utility executives appear to 
have done the power industry no good in their 
zeal to prevent damaging facts about the pro- 
posed Dixon-Yates power plant from coming out. 

They seem to have come perilously close to in- 
timidation in the hope of frightening the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi and keeping its engineer- 
ing dean from testifying fully about the site. 

So crude and raw was this maneuver, in fact, 
that both holding companies involved in the 
Dixon-Yates deal have publicly declared them- 
selves dissociated from it. 

The evident attempt to silence Dr. Frederic H. 
Kellogg, who had some doubts about the West 
Memphis (Ark.) site, remains, however, an un- 
savory episode in an affair which has been 
marked by secrecy, misstatements of fact, the 
appearance of favoritism, and breach after 
breach of old and proven rules for conducting 
the public’s business. 

The damaging facts in the Mississippi episode 
are these: Dr. Kellogg said the acting chancellor 
of the university, Provost Alton Bryant, called 
him and said he had “received some calls ques- 
tioning the propriety of my appearing” at the 
SEC hearings on the Dixon-Yates financing. Dr. 
Kellogg said the acting chancellor “never said 
from whom the calls were received,” but did say 
“the callers'had promised to make some contri- 
butions to the university” for an airport and 
for equipment for the engineering school. Pro- 
vost Bryant told the Post-Dispatch that execu- 
‘tives of the Mississippi Power & Light Co. were 


among those who made the calls, and that the - 


university hopes to get help from the utility 
in raising $700,000 for the new airport. 

Mississippi Power & Light is a subsidiary of 
Middle South Utilities, Inc., the senior partner, 
with the Southern Co., in the Dixon-Yates deal. 

Dr. Kellogg, to his credit, refused to be scared 
by the possibility of reprisals or tempted by the 
prospect of equipment for his engineering 
school. He told SEC, moderately enough, that 
in his opinion a safe plant could be built at the 
proposed site, but that because of soil and river 
conditions it would be. “significantly” more ex- 
pensive than if it were built at any of several 
other nearby locations. 

SEC is understood to be investigating this 


scandalous attempt to influence testimony it is 
taking. Those responsible should be unmasked 
and dealt with, as an encouragement to further 
witnesses before that body to speak their minds 
fully and fearlessly. Meanwhile, the . private 
power industry would be well advised to realize 
how far and in how many respects the Dixon- 
Yates affair has impaired its standing before 
the public, 
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Crime and: the Police 

The 50 per cent rise in the number of robber- 
ies in St. Louis so far this year is mighty serious 
business. A robbery is theft from a persch that 
involves force or the threat of force. — 

What can be done about it? The one method 
that usually produces results is to put more po- 
licemen on the job. And within certain limits, 
Chief O'Connell is attempting te do just that. At 
the moment, for instance, the detective division's 
schedule has been so arranged that most of the 
men are on the street at night. This move has 
paid dividends. While the number of robberies 
has jumped alarmingly over the year as a whole, 
there have been only 76 such crimes this month 
as compared to 75 a year ago. 

Perhaps the most convincing example of what 
added manpower can do to cut the crime rate 
has occurred in New York, Some 250 extra pa- 
trolmen were poured into East Harlem's Twenty- 
fifth Precinct, an extremely busy shop, as it is 
known in the trade. Beats were shortened— 
some to only four or five blocks—and the rein- 
forcements were put to patrolling them. 

In 10 weeks this “saturation” patrol—more 
than double the normal force—cut the crime 
rate in the precinct by almost $0 per cent. In 
the rest of the city crime was on the increase. 
Moreover the reinforced precinct was three times 
more effective in solving crimes. So successful 
was this experiment that early this month satu- 
ration patrols were begun in two other precincts, 
one in Brooklyn and the other in Jamaica. 

The problem in St. Louis is complicated by 
the fact that the Missouri Legislature sets the 
size of the city’s police force and the salaries of 
the officers. Police salaries in St. Louis are now 
so low—most of the men. in the department earn 
a mere $320 a month—that it is difficult to at- 
tract recruits. The force currently is short 47 
officers. 

Bills to increase police salaries, to permit an 
Increase in the size of the department and to 
lower the retirement age from 70 to 65 ought to 
be among the first introduced and passed in the 
coming legislative session. Such action is essen- 
tial if the police are to be treated justly. It also 
is of prime concern if a determined attack is to 
be launched against crime. 
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$30 for a Safer Auto 


The measures which a panel of experts has 
recommended to the American College of Sur- 
geons, to make automebiles less hazardous to 
their passengers in event of accidents, are both 
simple and inexpensive. 

Use of safety belts, firmer anchoring of the 
front seat, removal or redesign of projections, 
use of door locks that will not spring open in a 
crash, and a steering wheel that will telescope 
slightly under impact, are the proposals. Al- 
together, the cost would amount to only about 
$30 an auto, the experts said. 

Researches carried on in thts project dis- 
closed that it is more dangerous to be in an 
automobile run into a stone wall at 25 miles 
an hour than in an airplane crashed head-on 
into the ground at 63 miles an hour. The reason 
is that airplanes have been designed for col- 
lision safety and automobiles have not. How 
can automobile-makers justify continued neglect 
in this regard? 
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Who Dug the Holes? 


In its final report on the FHA apartment house 
scandals, the Senate Banking Committee spreads 
the blame liberally but specifically exempts 
Congress. 

The committee charges that lax and dishonest 
government employes misdirected the Federal 
Housing Administration program for promoting 
private construction of large apartment houses. 
That is true, | 

The committee charges that the organized 
home building and financing industries took ad- 
vantage of the program to make “windfall” prof- 
its by obtaining FHA insured mortgages far 
above the cost of the projects. That is true. 

The Democratie minority on the committee 
objects that it should be clearly understood that 
only a relatively few officials or industry mem- 
bers were guilty of these practices, and that is 
also true. f 

But when the committee says Congress had 
provided adequate safeguards which were 
not enforced, and so Congress has no part of 
the blame, is that true? 

Congress wrote Section 608 of the Housing 
Act to induce builders to construct middle-income 
apartments, This was not a public housing pro- 
gram. The idea was to attract private construc- 
tion and many attractions were offered. And 
at that time the housing, lobby—the very Na- 
tional Association of Home Builders and Mort- 
gage Bankers Association which the committee 
now criticizes—was highly active in Washington. 

The result was a program with holes big 
enough to drive a bulldozer through, and the 
record shows what happened. The program was 
supposed to protect builders against excessive 
risk, but it permitted building with no risk at 
all and even with vast profit. The holes were 
big enough so that much of what was done with 
them was not illegal at all. 

The taxpayer and apartment-house renter have 
to pay for the faults of that program. Dishonest 
officials and builders took advantage of it. But 
Congress wrote it. The blame could be spread 
a little more evenly than the Senate Banking 
Committee wished to do so. 
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15 Years

“Certitude,” Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes once said, “is not the test of 
certainty. We have been cocksure about 
too many things that were not so.” 

That wise American might well have 
spoken these words to describe the 
present-day attitude of his fellow-coun- 
trymen towards China. 

In his own time Justice Holmes often 
stood by ideas that were not popular or 
acceptable to the large mass of Ameri- 
can business interests. Often with that 
great American, Justice Brandeis, 
he fought the Goliaths of industry 
and commerce. The 
dissenting judg- 
ments of these two 
fine Americans will 
stand out as testi- 
monies to a nation 
founded on the 
twin-pillars of 
Freedom and De- 
mocracy. 

Writing editorial- 
ly, the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch once

And yet, when President Woodrow 
Wilson nominated Mr. Brandeis of the 


Boston bar as an Associate Justice, a 
terrifie outcry was raised in many quar- 
ters. Powerful representatives of finan- 
cial and large business interests rose up 
in- righteous wrath. 

Six presidents of the American Bar 
Association, including a former Presi- 
dent of the United States, sent a joint 
protest to a Senate Judiciary subcom- 
mittee (which was appointed to consider 
and pass on the nomination) saying that 
the undersigned ‘feel under the painful 
duty to say that, in their opinion, taking 
into view the reputation, character and 
professional career of Mr. Louis D. 
Brandeis, he is not a fit person to be a 
member of the United States Supreme 
Court.” And a leading member of the 
Boston Bar added his protest saying 
that “nobody in Boston would think of 
selecting him (Mr. Brandeis) as a ref- 
eree about anything.” 

Certitude certainly is no test of cer- 
tainty, Often, as one reads the vehem- 
ent denunciation of China coming from 
leading citizens of the United States, 
one is. reminded of the classic sentence 
of Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes. 

With © the passage of time, Justice 
Brandeis grew in the estimate of his 
fellow citizens. One can only hope that 
with the passage of time, the Americans 
will also grow to understand—and ap- 
preciate China and China's champion 
India, better. 
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Cloud Over Our Foreign Service 
A Letter to The Christian Science Monitor 


As I was a secretary for John 7 
Davies for a year and a half, I feel 
compelled to add a female viewpoint on 
his dismissal from the Foreign Service. 

A secretary who works with a man 
for any length of time discerns many 
things—his characteristics, his abilities, 
his loyalty to the job, his treatment of 
employes, but above all his principles, 

During one period while I was work- 
ing for Mr. Davies, he was exposed to 
another investigation. This was a time 
of tenseness, of unpleasantness, and of 
crisis for his fam and him. Most 
people do not maintain an equilibrium 
under such trying conditions. However, 
through it all Mr. Davies remained as 
extremely loyal to his job and the State 
Department, as kind-to all those asso- 


ciated with him, as uncomplaining and ~ hard 


stable as when he was not under “fire.” 
In my opinion, Mr. Davies has those fine 
basic qualities of integrity, courage and 
intelligence which command respect 
from one fellow’s man—qualities we 
need to maintain a democratic country. 


There are many of us who were in 
the Foreign Service and _ resigned 
through choice, plus many who are still 


in the Foreign Service, that have be-

come completely disillusioned and dis- 
heartened by what has taken place with 
the dismissal of Mr. Davies and the men 
before him.

THE DIVINE COMEDY by Dante Alighier?. Newly 
frenslated, with an Introduction and Notes, by 
H. R. Muse. (Rinehart, 492 Pes.. 35. 

As a professor of French and Italian 
in the Romance Languages tan ent 
at the University of North Carolina, H. 
R. Huse has a natural, perhaps a vested, 
interest in the clessic.problem of trans- 
lation represented by the enormously 
complex, profoundly learned “Divine 
Comedy,” that: “encyclopedia of the 
knowledge of the Middle Ages.” This 
grandly great poem, Professor Huse re- 
minds us, is en and clear in style, 
and full of “the sobriety and restraint 
that classic art demands.”

Infiltration in Indochina 


T is an important sign of the times that in Indonchina, which 
is now just about the most vulnerable region in the non-Com- 
munist world, a reduction of military forces has been decided 


upoh. 

The French expeditionary 
army is keing withdrawn grad- 
ually. The Vietnamese army is

This reduce 
tion of arma- 
ments is taking 
place at a time 
when the non- 
Communist gov- 
ernment, which 
we are support- L 
ing, is losing Lippmann

ground. 

We would be deceiving our- 
selves if we supposed that the 
reduction of ground forces in 


Indochina is, or that it can be, 


compensated by an increase in 
the naval and air forces assigned 
to that part of the world. 

The essence of the problem is 
that Indochina is not being in- 
vaded by a Chinese army much 
less by a Soviet army. It is 
being infiltrated and subverted 
from village to village by native 
Indochinese revolutionists. 


The Wrong Weapons. 


The French army has been 
unable to suppress them, and it 
is plain that these ‘guerrilla 
forces in the villages cannot be 
conquered with airplanes and 
bombs. We are facing the fact 
that the revolutionary movement 
in Indochina is not the kind 
of organized military forces 
which military power of the 
Western type is fitted to deal 
with. 

Our military quandry is a 
little as if we equipped the local 
police with tanks and then or- 
dered them to suppress juvenile 
delinquency and racketeering.

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REPORTS ON STUDY 
OF GIFTED CHILDREN 


School Counselor Says Bright | 
Pupils of 1920s Occupy ; 


Higher Status. 


How have they fared in later 
years—those exceptionally bright 
St. Louls public school students 
of the 1920s? 

Better than the average of the 
population but not as well in all 
cases as they might have done if 
given the proper attention and 
encouragement in the learning 
years. 

This was the conclusion today 
of Mrs. Katherine P. Chambers, 
a counselor at Soldan-Blewett 
High School, after a year of in- 
vestigating the gifted students. 

Group Study. 


Taking a year’s leave of ab- 
sence and using a Ben Blewett 
Fellowship, Mrs. Chambers 
studied the present status of 
150 men and women with intelli- 
gence quotients of 135 or higher 
who were born between 1910 
and 1920. or IQ ranges 
from 90 to 110. 

Too many of these exceptional 
persons failed to get as much 
education as they could have 
used, with the resiilt that while 
most of them occupy a higher 
status than that of the general 
population, some are not realiz- 
ing their full capabilities, she 
said. 

From her studies, Mrs. Cham- 
bers concluded that “although 
many improvements in the 
schools have been made since 
the subjects were in school, we 
are still not doing an adequate 
~~. of educating gifted chil- 
ren.’ 


Teacher’s Role. 


A good teacher, even with a 
large classroom load, can help 
the gifted child realize his poten- 
tialities if there is a group of 
such children in the class, she 
said. These children can be 
given certain responsibilities in 
the act of learning that cannot 
be extended to the slow learn- 
ers and less gifted students. It 
is more difficult to do this, how- 
ever, where there are only one 
or two such exceptional young- 
sters in the class, she added. 

One of the school failures of 
the 1920s was a lack of follow- 
up in the cases of the brighter 
youngsters, she found. In many 
cases, the IQ records apparently 
were filed and forgotten. Sev- 
eral students interviewed by 
Mrs. Chambers said the occasion 
was the first time they had been 
informed of their exceptional 
capabilities. 

Economics and an indifferent 
attitude on the part of the fam- 
ily toward education kept more 
than a fourth of those students 
with poor economic backgrounds 
from finishing high school, she 
discovered. Only 78 per cent 
of those from all kinds of back- 
grounds went on to college and 


only 60 per cent of these were jlomat in Moscow who put it 


graduated. 
Early Action Urged. 

The problem ¢f the exception- 
al child should recognized and 
tackled early, M#s. Chambers as- 
serted. Work Rabits and self- 
discipline can best be developed 
in the early grades, but there is 
a chance that the gifted child, 
finding it too easy to compete 
with his less gifted classmates, 
will not develop the necessary 
disciplines to realize his full po- 
tentialities, she iad 

As one soluti she suggest- 
ed help might be sought from 
various community agencies. 
The use of study and hobby 
clubs in which the youngster is 
given an opportunity to do re- 
search and pursue investigation 
of his favorite subject also can 
be helpful, she said. 

To the 150 subjects making up 
her Blewett Fellowship study, 
Mrs. Chambers added another 
100 gifted persons for the pur- 
pose of a dissertation for a doc- 
tor of philosophy degree in edu- 
cation which she is seeking at 
Washington University. .’

“Under Stalin, not even abso- 
lute, unswerving loyalty was 
enough. You could obey all the 
rules and still be threatened. 

“Stalin couldn’t get used to 
the fact that he was no longer 
a revolutionary. He had resorted 
to so much terror and violence 
in fighting his way to the top 
that even once at the top and 
firmly entrenched he couldn't 
get out of the habit. 

“Now, the Malenkov regime,” 
the diplomat continued, “has 
made an attempt to put things 
on a more rational, normal level. 
Don’t mistake me, the Commu- 
nist rules are just as strict, and 
swift punishment is meted te 
those who step over the politi- 
cal line, but at least Malenkov 
takes pains to make clear where 
the line is. 

Fear is still a powerful con- 
trol. Under Stalin it was fear of 
both the known and unknown— 
the sudden arrest as the result 
of an inexplicable whim. Today 
the average Russian citizen is 
more secure from whim. If he 
toes the line, he has some as- 
surance of being let alone.” 

It is also important to remem- 
ber that Malenkov does not yet 
have the kind of personal power 
and prestige that would permit 
him to get away with the kind 
of cruel arbitrariness practiced 
by Stalin. 

After all, it was not until the 
1930s that Stalin felt himself

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DUE TO NEW AUTOS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP) 
—The Government reported to- 
day that its consumer price index 
rose One tenth of 1 per cent if 
November. 

New car models arriving on 
the market, although list prices 
were practically unchanged, 
boosted the auto price index 
sharply because 1954 models had 
been selling at big discounts. 
Living costs, outside the auto 
index, declined about 0.2 per 
cent. 

Otherwise the price news for 
consumers was good. There were 
price drops for food, appliances 
and home furnishings, reading 
matter and recreation. Food 
prices fell 0.6 per cent. 

The consumer price index for 
November stood at 114.6 per cent 
of the 1947-49 average, down 0.8 
index points from the peak in 
October 1943, but 12.6 per cent 
higher than in June 1950, just 
before the Korean war broke 
out. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
announced that the factory work- 
er’s take-home pay in November 
hit a record peak of $60.45, up 
$1.98 from a year ago and 61 
cents higher than the previous 
high of this October. The worker 
with a family could buy 2 per 
cent more goods and services 
than a year earlier and the single

Arthritis Report 


“By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


UNDREDS of research doctors investigating arthritis 
and rheumatic diseases met in Bethesda, Md., Nov. 4 to 
exchange information. : 
Rheumatoid arthritis-—only one of seven different kinds 
of arthritis—is the crippling disease that most people mean 
when they say arthritis. Arthritis itself is an inflammation 
ef the connective tissues of body joints, such as the knee 
joints and finger joints. Connective tissue is that web-like 
framework which holds the human body together. 

When arthritis occurs, it becomes inflamed. Then the 
connective tissues swell and are damaged, producing in the 
joints the pain and swelling called arthritis. 

This meeting gave a glimpse of how much study is go- 
ing into the research on this disease. 

x «x * 

THERE IS not yet any cure or any immediate prospect 
of sure for rheumatoid arthritis. Both physical and chem- 
ieal treatments can greatly lessen discomfort and prevent 
much crippling. 

Dr. Edward W. Boland from Los Angeles, president of 
the American Rheumatism Association, had to sound a 
word ef warning about a powerful new drug he announced 
five months ago. The derivative of hydrocortisone he un-

.’ veiled last June was one of the most powerfyl anti-rheu- 


matie agents so far discovered. It is at least 25 times more 
potent than the most powerful form of cortisone. 

The trouble is, Dr. Boland indicated, the drug also held 
in the body excessive amounts of fluid and salt. Patients 
became water-logged after receiving 9-alpha-fluro-hydro- 
cortisone acetate. Because of this, Dr. Boland, at the Nov. 
*. 4 meeting, discouraged using it. He added that the work 
‘with this new compound was not a total loss. It demon- 
strated that the anti-inflammatory potency of hydrocor- 

tisone could be enhanced by altering its formula.

DR. JOSEPH J. BUNIM, clinical director of the Na- 
tional Institute of Arthritis and Metabolic Diseases, re- 
ported hopefully on two new drugs: metacortandralone and 
metacortandrosin. They are still completely experimental, 
having been used on only seven patients only three months. 
They are simply treatments, not cures. 

Though cortisone is helpful in abolishing pain and in- 
 flammation during the beginning of acute arthritis, it is 

not the answer for long-term treatment. Other measures 
are needed, including graded exercises and aspirin. 
We can expect to see better treatments in the future. 
If the underlying chemical changes in connective tissues 
‘that bring arthritis are discovered, perhaps a cure can: be 
devised some time in the future. '

Time-Table 
For Turkey 
At Low Heat

T has taken a long time for 
| some of us to become con- 

verted to the low-temperature 
method for roasting turkey. I 
was among those who could see 
no reason for this; I was per- 
fectly satisfied with the method 
I had been using. Just as my 
mother and grandmother had 
done, I started the roasting at 
a high temperature and then 
reduced the heat, 


Occasionally, if I am cooking 
a very large turkey, I do cheat 
a little in order to cut the time 
of roasting to some extent. Gen- 
erally, however, I follow the 
time-table that is printed below. 
The results are certainly satis- 
factory. The browning is even, 
the meat is juicy and there is 
probably less shrinkage than by 
the method I formerly used. 


Of course, I never add any 
water to the baking pan. I was 
utterly shocked to find that a 
very g cook among my 
friends adds a small amount 
when she starts roasting. I 
asked her how she expected to 
get brown gravy. She assured 
me al] the water would evapor- 
ate and that the color of the 
gravy would suit even me. 

I shall have to admit that the 
gravy was brown, But why add 
water when it isn’t necessary? 
Perhaps it should be mentioned 
that a turkey should never be 
roasted in a covered pan. This 
prevents browning properly. Of

One length of tinsel is merely 
wired to the other to form four- 
inch to six-inch squares, and an 
ornament is wired on at each 
joining.

To begin, attach one length of 
tinsel to another half as long at 
four- to six-inch intervals. e 
longer piece will hang swag-like 
from the shorter. Attach a third 
tinsel length halfway between 
the joinings of the first two, and 
repeat this plan for joining for 
following rows.

WEST MADE the natural 
opening, the king of hearts—he 
could scarcely anticipate that his 
partner would turn up with the 
blank ace. East decided that a 
diamond return was safest, hence 
led the deuce, and West took 
advantage of the counting infor- 
mation he’d been given: he 
cashed both diamond honors be- 
fore shifting to the 10 of spades, 

South, unfortunately for him- 
self, didn’t bother about count- 
ing. He cashed his three top 
spades, then put down the ace 
and king of clubs, presumably 
playing for a “miracle drop.” 
When West failed on the second 
club, South led a heart to put 
West in, and West had to give 
declarer a heart trick, but the 
contract was still one trick 
away.

IF SOUTH had done some 
common, garden-variety count- 
ing of distribution he would 
have known that West started 
with six hearts (as proved by 
East’s failure to return the suit), 
three diamonds (as proved by 
the play and East's lead of the 
deuce, which was obviously from 
a four-card suit) and _ three 
spades (‘actually shown). Thus, 
West had room in his hand for 
only one club, and with that fact 
in mind South should have led 
a low club rather than putting 
down the ace and king. If West's 
singleton was an honor, he would 

have to return a diamond or a 
heart. The diamond would put 
dummy in; and the heart return
